E.  WIGHT  BAKKE  —  DOCTOR  OF  LAWS 

A  national  authority  on  industrial  relations,  he  has  for  many  years  directed  research  in  this 
area  at  Yale  University,  and  has  served  on  many  important  government  commissions.  After 
talring  his  B.A.  degree  at  Northwestern  (1926)  and  a  Ph.D.  degree  at  Yale  (1932)  he  joined 
the  faculty  at  Yale.  There  he  has  spent  his  entire  career,  and  is  now  the  Sterling  Professor  of 
Economics.  From  1940  to  1950  he  directed  Yale  graduate  studies  in  economics.  He  has  also 
been  the  university's  Director  of  Studies  in  Trade  Unionism  and  Director  of  the  Labor  and 
Management  Center.  Outside  the  university  his  assignments  have  been  as  numerous  as  they 
have  been  honorable.  The  Department  of  Labor  and  the  Navy  Department  have  called  on  him 
for  consultation,  and  he  has  been  respectively  Chairman  of  the  Appeals  Commission  of  the 
National  War  Labor  Board,  Director  of  the  National  Bureau  of  Economic  Research  and  past 
President  of  the  Industrial  Relations  Research  Association.  For  these  varied  attainments  in  a 
field  of  ever  growing  importance  Northwestern  is  proud  to  grant  its  alumnus  recognition.

GEORGE  WILDMAN  BALL  —  DOCTOR  OF  LAWS 

In  the  conduct  of  our  government's  national  and  international  affairs  he  has  carried  through 
successfully  many  of  the  most  delicate  and  difficult  assignments.  He  already  holds  two  North- 
western degrees:  B.A.  (1930)  and  J.D.  (1933).  Except  for  seven  years  in  private  practice,  he  has 
devoted  his  career  to  government  service,  beginning  as  Associate  Counsel  to  the  Lend  Lease 
Administration  and  moving  on  to  posts  of  greater  authority.  In  1961  he  served  briefly  as  Under- 
secretary of  the  Treasury  before  assuming  his  present  office  as  Undersecretary  of  State.  France 
has  decorated  him  with  the  Legion  of  Honor  and  the  United  States  has  given  him  the  Medal  for 
Freedom.  His  Alma  Mater  is  happy  to  join  in  such  acknowledgement  of  his  achievements.

As  Dean  of  the  College  of  Dentistry  of  Howard  University  in  Washington,  D.C.  since  1931,  he 
has  earned  for  the  school  the  respect  of  dental  leaders  throughout  the  world.  He  is  a  past 
President  of  the  National  Dental  Association  and  of  the  Pan  American  Odontological  Asso- 
ciation. Not  only  as  an  administrator  but  as  the  author  of  many  professional  articles  he  has 
advanced  his  field  of  learning.  The  holder  of  two  Northwestern  degrees,  the  D.D.S.  (1929)  and 
the  M.S.D.  (1933)  he  received  in  1955,  the  Northwestern  Alumni  Association  Merit  Award.  In 
church  work  he  has  also  been  prominent.  Always  active  in  the  councils  of  the  Congregational 
Christian  Churches,  he  has  served  as  General  Chairman  of  the  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  on 
Higher  Education.

LIONEL  TRILLING  —  DOCTOR  OF  HUMANE  LETTERS 

As  a  professor  of  literature  at  Columbia  University,  as  a  writer  of  essays,  short  stories  and  novels, 
and  as  a  critic  he  has  made  a  significant  contribution  to  the  culture  of  twentieth  century  Amer- 
ica It  is  especially  for  his  services  in  raising  the  standards  of  serious  literary  critiasm  that  he  is 
being  honored  today.  In  the  tradition  of  Matthew  Arnold  he  has  made  criticism  itself  creative. 
His  books  such  as  The  Liberal  Imagination  (1950)  and  Freud  and  the  Crisis  of  our  Culture 
(1955)  have  brought  to  the  discussion  of  literature  fresh  and  new  ideas  from  the  fields  of  politics, 
philosophy  and  psychology.  In  rescuing  literature  from  the  specialist,  the  pedant  and  the  aesthete 
he  helped  to  restore  it  to  its  broader  function  as  a  criticism  of  life.

JAMES  ALFRED  PERKINS  —  DOCTOR  OF  LAWS 

An  administrator  of  long  and  varied  experience,  he  has  directed  educational  policy  and  programs 
at  local  national  and  international  levels.  Among  the  offices  of  high  responsibility  that  he  has 
held  are  the  Vice- Presidency  of  Swarthmore  College,  and  the  Vice-Presidency  of  both  the  Car- 
neeie  Corporation  of  New  York  and  the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Teachmg. 
In  1962  he  submitted  personally  to  the  late  President  John  F.  Kennedy  the  Perkins  Report  con- 
taining the  recommendations  of  the  President's  Panel  on  a  proposed  National  Academy  of  Foreign 
Affairs  In  1963  he  went  to  Cornell  as  its  seventh  president.  With  his  background  he  is  ideally 
qualified  to  guide  the  destiny  of  one  of  the  country's  major  universities.
